out of order several hours. An­ 
other cable was cut at Miami, Fla. 
the 32nd act of this ty pe of dam­ 
ag e since the strik e beg an. 
At Raleig h, N. C., a nonstrik ing 
work er told police he was set upon 
as he was leaving the telephone 
plant, and at Danville, Ky ., an un­ 
ruly crowd hurled eg g s and rock s 
as it milled in front of a phone 
company building . It was the first 
violence in the month-old strik e at 
Raleig h. 
Officials of the CIO Communica­ 
tions Work ers of America have de­ 
nied repeatedly their

since the strik e beg an March 14 
after failure to ag ree on a new 
contract.

WASHINGTON m — Edward J. 
Corsi, blaming "enemies” for the 
abrupt end of his special immig ra­ 
tion post, was undecided today 
whether to accept another job of­ 
fered to him by Secretary of State 
Dulles. 
Dulles y esterday offered Coris a 
;iob survey ing possible resettlement 
of immig rants in Latin America 
and elsewhere. Corsi’s present as­ 
sig nment—that of helping speed a 
lag g ing prog ram to admit 214,000 
refug ees into the United States— 
ends tomorrow. That job suddenly 
was ruled “temporary .” 
Corsi—a Republican with a pub­ 
lic service record dating back to 
the Hoover administration—blamed 
‘enemies with the department as 
well as out” for the unex pected 
termination of his refug ee immi­ 
g ration job. But he mentioned by 
name only Rep. Walter (D-Pa). 
He said he believed the State De­ 
partm ent was y ielding to Walter’s 
demands that he be ousted. 
In recent week s, Walter repeat­ 
edly has charg ed the Italian-bom 
Corsi with past associations with 
Communist front g roups. Corsi y es­ 
terday described Walter’s attack s 
as "entirely unwarranted, unfound­ 
ed and insincere.” The Pennsy l­ 
vania Democrat co-authored the 
McCarra-Walter immig ration law 
Corsi has been an outspok en critic 
of that law, which he called "un- 
American” and "discriminatory . 
I am being attack ed for the 
thing s I stand for rather than as 
an individual,” said Corsi. He said 
he reg ards himself as a sy mbol 
of "liberal opposition” to the Mc- 
Carran-Walter law, which critics 
contend discriminates ag ainst peo­ 
ples of southern and central Eu­ 
rope. 
Corsi said Thursday nig ht he had 
received surprise notification his 
job was about to run out. Corsi, 
lik e Dulles a long time associate 
of former Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York , said he took the job 
in the belief it would last some 
time. In fact, he said, he recently 
leased a home in nearby Arling ton 
Va. 
Yesterday , the Slate Department 
—apparently concerned lest the 
Corsi m atter rek indle a furor over 
its security sy stem—^let it be k nown 
the former New York state indus 
trial commissioner would be of­ 
fered a new spot. 
Meanwhile, an obviously aroused 
Corsi moved to protest to the White 
House, but later canceled his plans 
Later in the day , Corsi and Dul­ 
les met.

MOSCOW (/PI—The Soviet Union 
informed the Western powers today 
it considered "unjust” any further 
delay in concluding an Austrian 
treaty of independence. 
It ex ­ 
pressed hope the visit to Moscow 
on Monday of Austrian Chancellor 
Julius Raab would lead to "speedy 
conclusion” of the treaty . 
Soviet Foreig n Minister V. M. 
Molotov caUed in the diplomatic 
representatives 
of 
the 
United 
States, Britain and France 
and 
handed them identical notes ex ­ 
pressing the Soviet attitude. 
On Tuesday the three Western 
powers had issued a joint declara­ 
tion to the effect that they con­ 
sidered» the Austrian treaty a niat- 
ter for four-power consideration. 
More than 250 meeting s of deputy 
foreig n ministers and 15 top level 
sessions of the foreig n ministers 
themselves over the past 10 y ears 
have failed to reach ag reement 
on a treaty . 
Today ’s note said the Soviet Un­ 
ion took into consideration that 
Austrian officials had already ex ­ 
chang ed opinions on a treaty with 
officials of the Western powers. It 
added: 
‘The 
Soviet 
g overnment 
ex ­ 
presses the hope that in case there 
is a desire on the par. of all states 
concerned it will be possible to 
achieve an ag reement for the con­ 
clusion 
of 
an 
Austrian 
state 
treaty .’* 
The note said the aim of the 
Soviet proposal "Is to put an end 
to the present abnormal situation 
whereby Austria 10 y ears after its 
liberation from Hitlerite Germany 
is still under control of the occu­ 
py ing powers.”

Stevenson did not seek clearance 
for the broadcast from the Dem­ 
ocratic party leadership. 
Friends said Stevenson feels the 
public needs a clearer picture of 
the implications of the U. S. po­ 
sition in the Formosa Strait. 
Stevenson was said to be partic­ 
ularly anx ious to discuss U. S. pol­ 
icy reg arding the Nationalist-held 
offshore islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu, threatened with invasion 
from the Red China mainland. 
Cong ress has voted Eisenhower 
authority to order military action 
if he feels any Red moves ag ainst 
Quemoy and Matsu pose a threat 
to Nationalist strong hold of For­ 
mosa. There has been no official 


statement of administration inten­ 
tions in such an event. 
Stevenson’s plans for 
a major 
radio address on the F ar East sit­ 
uation were disclosed y esterday . 
The Columbia Broadcasting Sy s­ 
tem will carry it from Chicag o 
from 10 to 10:30 p.m. (EST) Mon­ 
day , and the National Broadcast­ 
ing Co. will rebroadcast it a half 
hour later. 
Stevenson will speak on his own 
initiative, without advance consul­ 
tation with cong ressional leaders 
or Democratic National Chairman 
Paul M. Butler about his remark s. 
He is understood to have told But­ 
ler only that he planned to mak e 
a statement soon. 
Friends said "hundreds of let­ 
ters, 
teleg rams 
and 
telephone 
calls” prompted the speech, as an 
effort to g ive a clearer picture of 
what he think s the F ar Eastern 
situation mig ht mean to this coun­ 
try . 
The consensus among Democrats 
here is that the 1952 presidential 
nominee is lik ely to be much more 
critical of Eisenhower administra­ 
tion policies in the Formosa area 
than have leaders such as Chair­ 
man Georg e (D-Ga) of the Senate 
Foreig n Relations Committee. 
As one hig hly placed Democrat 
ex plained it, Stevenson is ex pected 
to tak e a more political view of the 


problem than Georg e, whose posi­ 
tion req uires day by day coopera­ 
tion with the Republican adminis­ 
tration. 
Sen. Ly ndon B. Johnson of Tex ­ 
as, the Democratic leader, has pro­ 
claimed Georg e as the Senate 
spok esman for the party on for 
eig n policy issues. It is no secret, 
however, 
that some Democrats 
have followed along reluctantly at 
times. 
Stevenson could mak e the Demo­ 
crats in Cong ress happy by crack ­ 
ing out at the "w ar party ” that 
Johnson and some others have in­ 
dicated they think ex ists in Re­ 
publican rank s. 
Stevenson has g iven only brief 
public hints of his think ing on Far 
Eastern problems. Twice in state­ 
ments he has called for "restraint” 
in dealing with the ex plosive For­ 
mosa issue. 
He said on a Feb. 4 visit here 
that it would be well to remem­ 
ber that "Formosa doesn’t belong 
to the United States, it doesn’t be­ 
long to Red China and in fact it 
doesn’t belong to any body .’* 
Stevenson’s decision to tak e to 
the air was look ed upon here as 
indicating 
a flex ing of political 
muscles unused since his last ap­ 
pearance at a Democratic rally in 
New Orleans in December.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. ( ^ A n atomic 
device was ex ploded from a tower 
on the Nevada desert at 4:30 a.m. 
today as a preliminary to a sec­ 
ond shot, scheduled later today , 
which may be one of the larg est 
of the 1955 test series. 
The first nuclear ex plosion of the 
busy test day was from the top of 
a 300-foot tower on Yucca Flat. In 
Las Veg as the blast produced a 
brig ht whiteness that faded into a 
rich y eUow. The q uick g low of the 
predawn shot was seen as far away 
as San Francisco and Los Ang eles. 
Evidence that the first shot of 
the day was a comparatively smaU 
one—as atom bombs g o—was seen 
in the fact that observers said they 
did not feel a shock wave from the 
te.st site about 7 5 miles from here. 
Las Veg as sometimes g ets a sturdy 
jolt from the ex plosion of major 
atomic devices. 
The Atomic Energ y Commission 
had announced the first shot would 
be from a 300-foot tower, preceding 
the later one today scheduled for 
detonation from a 400-foot tower at 
Frenchman Flat. 
Plans for the first shot were 
fairly simple as compared with 
elaborate preparations for the later 
and more powerful ex plosion. 
The AEC said the predawn ex plo­ 
sion was to test an atomic device 
prepared by its laboratory at Liver­ 
more, Calif. Twenty -five Air Force 
planes were in the area to collect 
effects data. The plan also called 
for a flig ht of 25 Navy planes for 
indoctrination purposes. No troops 
participated.

An 
A m e r i c a n Hig h Commission 
spok esman said permission was 
g iven "in the same spirit” that 
asy lum had been provided the 
y oung Russian when he came 
West. 
During the brief ceremony in 
headq uarters here, Ly sik ov’s par­ 
ents objected to the Westem-sty le 
trenchcoat he was wearing and the 
West German traveling bag he 
was carry ing . The y oung m an left 
the bag behind but refused to g ive 
up the coat.

Al­ 
fred M. Pride is due here tomor­ 
row on another visit and many 
observers think it is connected with 
a development which for the first 
time places Chinese Communist 
jet fig hters within easy roach of 
the Matsu Islands.

This is the newly completed base 
at Luchiao 17 5 miles north of the 
offshore island g roup g uarding the 
north entrance of the Strait of 
Formosa. 
The Reds are remodelling four 
closer fields for jets. One—at the 
Fuk ien provincial‘capital of Foo­ 
chow only 35 nautical miles from 
the Matsus—may be completed. No 
jets y et have used it, however. 
In any case, the Red air force’s 
Russian-built MIGs now can reach 
the Matsus 100 miles northwest of 
Formosa for q uick jabs. As soon 
as the Foochow field is ready to 
supply them with fuel back to 
Luchiao, they may be able to stay 
long enoug h to control the air over 
the Matsus. 
If they achieve this, they then 
could ex tend their control far out 
ovei^the northern part of the Strait 
of Formosa.

MOSCOW (BY PHONE TO LON­ 
DON) {3—The Soviet Council of 
Ministers today called on the P ar­ 
liament to annul the treaties of 
friendship and alliance which Rus­ 
sia sig ned with France and Brit­ 
ain during World War II. 
The move was in retaliation for 
the British and French ratification 
of the Paris ag reements to rearm 
West Germany . 
The Soviet Union had threatened 
to annul the treaties if the two 
Western nations approved the pacts 
enlisting West German troops in 
Western defense. 
Cancellation 
by 
the 
Supreme 
Soviet — the Parliam ent — was a 
foreg one conclusion. 
The Soviet g overnment claims 
the treaties are directed ag ainst 
Russia. 
Announcement of the g overn­ 
ment’s req uest to Parliam ent was 
read at a news conference called 
by the Soviet Foreig n Ministry . 
Noting that the French-Russian 
and British-Russian pacts provided 
for boUaboration and mutual as­ 
sistance after the war, the Soviet' 
statements said that all the sig na­ 
tories to these treaties "took re­ 
sponsibility to prevent the rebirth 
of German militarism and also not 
to join any alliance directed ag ainst 
one of the contacting powers.” 
"Reg ardless of this, the g overn­ 
ment of Great Britain sig ned and 
the British Parliam ent approved 
the Paris ag reement providing for 
remilitarization of Western Ger­ 
many and its involvement in mili­ 
tary g rouping directed ag ainst the 
Soviet Union,” the statement on the 
British-Russian treaty said.

At Raleigh, N. C., a nonstriking 
worker told police he was set upon 
as he was leaving the telephone 
plant, and at Danville, Ky., an un­ 
ruly crowd hurled eggs and rocks 
as it milled in front of a phone 
company building. It was the first 
violence in the month-old strike at 
Raleigh.

Corsi Ponders

Blames ‘Enemies’ For 
Loss Of His Special 
Immigration Position 


WASHINGTON 3 — Edward J. 
Corsi, blaming “enemies” for the 
abrupt end of his special immigra­ 
tion post, was undecided today 
whether to accept another job of­ 
fered to him by Secretary of State 
Dulles. 
Dulles yesterday offered Coris a 
job surveying possible resettlement 
of immigrants in Latin America 
and elsewhere. Corsi’s present as­ 
signment—that of helping speed a 
lagging program to admit 214,000 
refugees into the United States— 
ends tomorrow. That job suddenly 
was ruled “temporary.” 
Corsi—a Republican with a pub­ 
lic service record dating back to 
the Hoover administration—blamed 
enemies with the department as 
well as out” for the unexpected 
termination of his refugee immi­ 
gration job. But he mentioned by 
name only Rep. Walter (D-Pa). 
He said he believed the State De­ 
partment was yielding to Walter’s 
demands that he be ousted. 
In recent weeks, Walter repeat­ 
edly has charged the Italian-born 
Corsi with past associations with 
Communist front groups. Corsi yes­ 
terday described Walter’s attacks 
as “entirely unwarranted, unfound­ 
ed and insincere.” The Pennsyl­ 
vania Democrat co-authored the 
McCarra-Walter immigration law. 
Corsi has been an outspoken critic 
of that law, which he called “un- 
American” and “discriminatory.” 
“I am being attacked for the 
things I stand for rather than as 
an individual,” said Corsi. He said 
he regards himself as a symbol 
of “liberal opposition” to the Mc- 
Carran-Walter law, which critics 
contend discriminates against peo­ 
ples of southern and central Eu­ 
rope. 
Corsi said Thursday night he had 
received surprise notification his 
job was about to run out. Corsi, 
like Dulles a longtime associate 
of former Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York, said he took the job 
in the belief it would last some 
time. In fact, he said, he recently 
leased a home in nearby Arlington, 
Va. 
Yesterday, the State Department 
—apparently concerned lest the 
Corsi matter rekindle a furor over 
its security system—let it be known 
the former New York state indus­ 
trial commissioner would be of­ 
fered a new spot.

In Rome, thousands of pilgrims 
and citizens gathered at St. Peter’s 
Basilica for the Holy Saturday 
high mass. The ringing of the 
great bronze bells of the church, 
as this s e r v i c e reaches its 
“gloria,” annually marks for Cath­ 
olics the official end of Lent. 
Services in St. Peter’s and other 
Catholic churches also included the 
blessing of the fire—celebrating 
the Resurrection—and of the holy 
water fonts. The latter ceremony 
commemorates 
ancient rites in 
which baptisms were performed on 
this day. 
The blessing of the fire also was

Soviet Note 
Asks Austria 
Treaty Okay 


Western Diplomats 
Told It Would Be 
‘Unjust’ To Delay 


MOSCOW 3 —'The Soviet Union 
informed the Western powers today 
it considered “unjust” any further 
delay in concluding an Austrian 
treaty of independence. It ex­ 
pressed hope the visit to Moscow 
on Monday of Austrian Chancellor 
Julius Raab would lead to “speedy 
conclusion” of the treaty. 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov called in the diplomatic 
representatives 
of 
the 
United 
States, Britain and France 
and 
handed them identical notes ex­ 
pressing the Soviet attitude. 
On Tuesday the three Western 
powers had issued a joint declara­ 
tion to the effect that they con­ 
sidered* the Austrian treaty a mat­ 
ter for four-power consideration. 
More than 250 meetings of deputy 
foreign ministers and 15 top level 
sessions of the foreign ministers 
themselves over the past IO years 
have failed to reach agreement 
on a treaty. 
Today’s note said the Soviet Un­ 
ion took into consideration that 
Austrian officials had already ex­ 
changed opinions on a treaty with 
officials of the Western powers. It 
added: 
“The Soviet 
government 
ex­ 
presses the hope that in case there 
is a desire on the par. of all states 
concerned it will be possible to 
achieve an agreement for the con­ 
clusion 
of

treaty.” 
The note said the aim of the 
Soviet proposal “Is to put an end 
to the present abnormal situation 
whereby Austria IO years after its 
liberation from Hitlerite Germany 
is still under control of the occu­ 
pying powers.”

Policy Clash With Ike Looms Monday 
Congress Democrats Await 
Stevenson’s Far East Talk 


WASHINGTON 3 — Congres­ 
sional Democrats will look for pos­ 
sible foreign policy differences be­ 
tween Adlai Stevenson and Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower when Stevenson 
discusses the Far Eastern situa­ 
tion in a radio talk Monday. 
T w o networks will 
broadcast 
the a d d r e s s nationally without 
charge as a public service. 
In Chicago, Stevenson was un­ 
available for comment on his talk. 
But William McCormick Blair, his 
law partner and aide, said Ste­ 
venson feels party politics have 
no place in discussion of U. S. 
policy in the Far East. 
‘For that reason, Blair said, 
Stevenson did not seek clearance 
for the broadcast from the Dem­ 
ocratic party leadership. 
Friends said Stevenson feels the 
public needs a clearer picture of 
the implications of the U. S. po­ 
sition in the Formosa Strait. 
Stevenson was said to be partic­ 
ularly anxious to discuss U. S. pol­ 
icy regarding the Nationalist-held 
offshore islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu, threatened with invasion 
from the Red China mainland. 
Congress has voted Eisenhower 
authority to order military action 
if he feels any Red moves against 
Quemoy and Matsu pose a threat 
to Nationalist stronghold of For­ 
mosa. There has been no official 


statement of administration inten­ 
tions in such an event. 
Stevenson’s plans for a major 
radio address on the Far East sit­ 
uation were disclosed yesterday. 
The Columbia Broadcasting Sys­ 
tem will carry it from Chicago 
from IO to 10:30 p.m. (EST) Mon­ 
day, and the National Broadcast­ 
ing Co. will rebroadcast it a half 
hour later. 
Stevenson will speak on his own 
initiative, without advance consul­ 
tation with congressional leaders 
or Democratic National Chairman 
Paul M. Butler about his remarks. 
He is understood to have told But­ 
ler only that he planned to make 
a statement soon. 
Friends said “hundreds of let­ 
ters, 
telegrams 
and 
telephone 
calls” prompted the speech, as an 
effort to give a clearer picture of 
what he thinks the Far Eastern 
situation might mean to this coun­ 
try. 
The consensus among Democrats 
here is that the 1952 presidential 
nominee is likely to be much more 
critical of Eisenhower administra­ 
tion policies in the Formosa area 
than have leaders such as Chair­ 
man George (D-Ga) of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
As one highly placed Democrat 
explained it, Stevenson is expected 
to take a more political view of the 


problem than George, whose posi­ 
tion requires day by day coopera­ 
tion with the Republican adminis­ 
tration. 
Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson of Tex­ 
as, the Democratic leader, has pro­ 
claimed George as the Senate 
spokesman for the party on for­ 
eign policy issues. It is no secret, 
however, that some Democrats 
have followed along reluctantly at 
times. 
Stevenson could make the Demo­ 
crats in Congress happy by crack­ 
ing out at the “war party” that 
Johnson and some others have in­ 
dicated they think exists in Re­ 
publican ranks. 
Stevenson has given only brief 
public hints of his thinking on Far 
Eastern problems. Twice in state­ 
ments he has called for “restraint” 
in dealing with the explosive For­ 
mosa issue. 
He said on a Feb. 4 visit here 
that it would be well to remem­ 
ber that “Formosa doesn’t belong 
to the United States, it doesn’t be­ 
long to Red China and in fact it 
doesn’t belong to anybody.”

Stevenson’s decision to take to 
the air was looked upon here as 
indicating a flexing of political 
muscles unused since his last ap­ 
pearance at a Democratic rally in 
New Orleans in December. 


Atomic Blast 
Seen Prelude 
To Biggest Test 


Shot From 400-Foot 
Tower Scheduled To 
Come Later Today 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. UP)—An atomic 
device was exploded from a tower 
on the Nevada desert at 4:30 a.m. 
today as a preliminary to a sec­ 
ond shot, scheduled later today, 
which may be one of the largest 
of the 1955 test series. 
The first nuclear explosion of the 
busy test day was from the top of 
a 300-foot tower on Yucca Flat. In 
Las Vegas the blast produced a 
bright whiteness that faded into a 
rich yellow. The quick glow of the 
predawn shot was seen as far away 
as San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
Evidence that the first shot of 
the day was a comparatively small 
one—as atom bombs go—was seen 
in the fact that observers said they 
did not feel a shock wave from the 
test site about 75 miles from here. 
Las Vegas sometimes gets a sturdy 
jolt from the explosion of major 
atomic devices. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
had announced the first shot would 
be from a 300-foot tower, preceding 
the later one today scheduled for 
detonation from a 400-foot tower at 
Frenchman Flat. 
Plans for the first shot were 
fairly simple as compared with 
elaborate preparations for the later 
and more powerful explosion. 
The AEC said the predawn explo­ 
sion was to test an atomic device 
prepared by its laboratory at Liver­ 
more, Calif. Twenty-five Air Force 
planes were in the area to collect 
effects data. The plan also called 
for a flight of 25 Navy planes for 
indoctrination purposes. No troops 
participated.

Valery Lysikov, student son of 
a Soviet lieutenant colonel, was 
turned over to his father and 
mother in American headquarters 
at noon. After four minutes of em­ 
braces 
and kisses, the family 
drove off with two Soviet liaison 
officers to East Berlin. 
Outspoken for two weeks against 
communism, the boy had a change 
of heart four days ago and asked 
in Frankfurt for permission to go 
back, U.S. authorities said. An 
A m e r i c a n High Commission 
spokesman said permission was 
given “in the same spirit” that 
asylum had been provided the 
young Russian when he came 
West. 
During the brief ceremony in 
headquarters here, Lysikov’s par­ 
ents objected to the Westem-style 
trenchcoat he was wearing and the 
West German traveling bag he 
was carrying. The young man left 
the bag behind but refused to give 
up the coat.

This is the newly completed base 
at Luchiao 175 miles north of the 
offshore island group guarding the 
north entrance of the Strait of 
Formosa. 
The Reds are remodelling four 
closer fields for jets. One—at the 
Fukien provincial‘capital of Foo­ 
chow only 35 nautical miles from 
the Matsus—may be completed. No 
jets yet have used it, however. 
In any case, the Red air force’s 
Russian-built MIGS now can reach 
the Matsus IOO miles northwest of 
Formosa for quick jabs. As soon 
as the Foochow field is ready to 
supply them with fuel back to 
Luchiao, they may be able to stay 
long enough to control the air over 
the Matsus. 
If they achieve this, they then 
could extend their control far out 
over'the northern part of the Strait 
of Formosa. 


Annulment 
Of ‘Friendly’ 
Pact Certain 


Soviet Government 
Claims Treaties Are 
Directed Against It 


MOSCOW (BY PHONE TO LON­ 
DON) 3—The Soviet Council of 
Ministers today called on tho Par­ 
liament to annul the treaties of 
friendship and alliance which Rus­ 
sia signed with France and Brit­ 
ain during World War II. 
The move was in retaliation for 
the British and French ratification 
of the Paris agreements to rearm 
West Germany. 
The Soviet Union had threatened 
to annul the treaties if the two 
Western nations approved the pacts 
enlisting West German troops in 
Western defense. 
Cancellation by the Supreme 
Soviet — the Parliament — was a 
foregone conclusion. 
The Soviet government claims 
the treaties are directed against 
Russia. 
Announcement of the govern­ 
ment’s request to Parliament was 
read at a news conference called 
by the Soviet Foreign Ministry. 
Noting that the French-Russian 
and British-Russian pacts provided 
for Collaboration and mutual as­ 
sistance after the war, the Soviet 
statements said that all the signa­ 
tories to these treaties “took re­ 
sponsibility to prevent the rebirth 
of German militarism and also not 
to join any alliance directed against 
one of the contacting powers.” 
“Regardless of this, the govern­ 
ment of Great Britain signed and 
the British Parliament approved 
the Paris agreement providing for 
remilitarization of Western Ger­ 
many and its involvement in mili­ 
tary grouping directed against the 
Soviet Union,” the statement on the 
British-Russian treaty said. 
An identical statement was is­ 
sued on the French-Russian treaty. 
“Because of such actions, which 
are direct violations of the obliga­ 
tions entered into under the Brit­ 
ish-Soviet treaty,” the statement 
continued, “the Council of Minis-

CAIRO (Æ) — Leaves from a tou r­ 
ing notebook: 
You can add Egj^pt to the list of 
nations that are making an all ou t 
pitch for the Yankee dollar. 
Bu t there are also qu ite a few 
Americans here looking for a fat 
Egyptian piastre. 
Slightly m ore than three years 
ago this gate city to the Orient 
was smou ldering from the torches 
of antiforeign mobs. Rioting took 
m ore than 50 lives, cau sed millions 
of dollars in dam age. Su ch land­ 
m arks as Shepheards Hotel and 
the exclu sive British Tu rf Clu b 
were destroyed. 
M any foreigners fled the cou ntry 
Others stayed on in an atm osphere 
of u neasy tension. Confidence was 
destroyed. Some bu sinessmen li­ 
qu idated and got ou t. Tou rist by­ 
passed the city in favor of other 
M editerranean resorts. 
Bu t today Cairo’s rem arkable 
comeback is evident everywhere. 
To a visitor’s eye it has a boom 
town hu stle and bu stle. The for­ 
eigner no longer has a feeling of 
being u nwanted. 
When you step off a plane at 
Cairo Airport the first sign^ you 
see says “Welcome to Egypt.” Bu t 
you begin to believe they really 
m ean it when you go throu gh cu s­ 
toms. The official baggage search­ 
ers in old days had the repu tation 


of being the tou ghest, worst-tem­ 
pered in the world. Now they 
simply look at you r tou rist visa 
and 
wave you throu gh with a 
smile. 
Many changes have spru ng ou t 
of the fatefu l rioting of Janu ary 
1952. Farou k, symbol of Egypt’s 
corru ption u nder the pashas, was 
kicked ou t by a grou p of national­ 
istic you ng arm y officers. They 
have set ou t to rebu ild the cou ntry. 
Reform has been slow in the land 
where peasants still live pretty 
mu ch as they did 5,000 years ago 
u nder the Paroahs. 
Final resu lts aren’t yet in, of 
cou rse, on the reform program 
initiated by you ng officers. Today’s 
peasant m ay not see in his lifetime 
su bstantial betterm ent in his own 
standard of living. 
The longtime problem of Egypt 
is to u pgrade her overcrowded mil­ 
lions—find ways to edu cate them, 
teach them skills needed in modern 
indu strial society, the only kind of 
society that cou ld wipe ou t the vast 
gap between appalling poverty and 
overwhelming wealth. She needs a 
middle class. 
•nie first signals of change are 
more visible in cosmopolitan Cairo 
than in ru ral areas. 
One of the first moves by the 
Revolu tionary Cou ncil was to tap 
heretofore overlooked sou rces of 
income—tou rist spending. 


Egyptians have been so conscien­ 
tiou s in their effort to m ake the 
foreigner feel welcome that they 
had daily instru ction of the cu s­ 
toms personnel in the art of smil­ 
ing. It is said one cu stoms official 
flu nked. Under Farou k he had m as­ 
tered the cold su spiciou s sneer. Un­ 
der the new regim e the best he 
cou ld m u ster was a leer. 
The government also has avail­ 
able a corps of girl gu ides, m ost 
of whom speak 
at least three 
langu ages, to take tou rists on sight­ 
seeing trips. There also are tou rist 
police who help protect u nwary 
visitors from being stu ng too badly 
while bu ying m ysteriou s sou venirs 
of the m ysteriou s East. 
Cairo has become what it was 
before the last war, a crossroads 
of the world. Most of the people 
you bu mp into are from ou t of 
town. Many are tou rists. Bu t there 
are also m any who are looking for 
bu siness. Germ ans, Swedes, Ital­ 
ians, French—and even some from 
Iron Cu rtain cou ntries—are all try­ 
ing to mu scle in on Egyptian trade 
formerly dom inated by the British. 
American 
firm s 
are 
showing 
m ore interest, too, now that U.S. 
economic aid has bolstered Egypt’s 
scanty su pply of dollars. 
There are some 1,200 Americans 
now living in Egypt—and some 
4,000 Germ ans. The figu res m irror 
the change.

It is u nlikely that critics try ing to p in a war- 
p arty label on the Rep u blican p arty will be 
able to get off the grou nd with their ru se. 
The biggest handicap they m u st bear is the 
fact the Eisenhower adm inistration kep t the Re­ 
p u blican camp aign p romise of 19 52 to term inate 
the w ar in Korea.

And now it’s 
that W hat’s-Her-Name, the girl with the y ou - 
know. She is neither slinky nor ominou s.

It is deep ly meaningfu l that in the first 2,000 
y ears of the Christian era nothing has taken 
the p lace of the new solemnity added to a 
p agan festiv al by the life and death of Jesu s 
Christ. 
The ev olu tion of the Christian era is still in 
p rogress and it began when Christ’s life ended. 
Its beginnings were small and inconsp icu ou s. 
There was no recognition of the im p ortance of 
Christ’s Life at the instant in time when It was 
ended by men who held su p erior au thority be­ 
cau se He had distu rbed the p eop le with His 
p reaching. 
'The recognition was to come by slow de­ 
grees as men comp rehended what He had said 
and the ex amp le He had 
set for them 
to 
follow. 
Continu ation of their recognition and comp re­ 
hension for nearly 2.000 y ears has 
been the 
secret of a dy namic Christendom. 
’The redemp tion of men has gone forward 
throu gh the centu ries at an ev er-accelerating 
rate. 
There is ev ery good reason to believ e it will 
go forward throu gh as m any centu ries to come, 
alway s gaining momentu m. 
This is what the new solemnity added to 
the p a^an festiv al of E aster nearly 2,000 y ears 
ago.

“ . . .Ev en the ex istence of this 
corp oreal element, low as it in 
reality is, becau se it is the sou rce 
of death and all ev ils, is likewise 
good for the p erm anence of the 
Univ erse 'and the continu ation of 
the order of things, so that- one 
thing dep arts and the other su c­ 
ceeds.

Those who liv e in fear cannot 
know the glory of the eternal life. 
For what is there to fear? The 
sam e p hilosop her, Moses Maimon- 
ides, as he is called, ended this 
sage work, “The Gu ide for the P er­ 
p lex ed,’’ which had su ch a v ast 
influ ence on 'Hiomas Aq u inas, with 
this u ltim ate p aragrap h: 


“ GOD IS NEAR to all who call 
Him, if they call Him in tru th, and 
tu rn to Him. He is fou nd by ev ery 
one who seeks Him, if he alway s 
goes towards Him, and nev er goes 
astray . . .’’ 
And this is the rem inder of Eas­ 
ter. The world is dark; the clou ds 
are black; the clam or of fierce 
noises are u p on the E arth.

It is Sp ring and the flowers soon 
will bloom.

Nothing ev er dies. Life is ev er­ 
lasting and eternal.

Were 
it not so, p op u lations wou ld not 
increase, for why shou ld the hop e­ 
less beget others who can only be 
hop eless. The lie is giv en to the 
m aterialist, who sees nothing in 
life bu t du st to du st, by the con­ 
stancy of the increase of hu man 
life.

The tru ly great religiou s leaders 
of all time hav e been hu mble p eo­ 
p le. They hav e liv ed q u ietly and 
simp ly . 
They 
hav e 
gone 
abou t 
their work withou t fahfare. They 
hav e av oided recognition and ac- 
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claim. Actu ally , they hav e “ ru n 
aw ay ” from more honors than they 
hav e accep ted. 
'The sam e will be tru e of the | 
m an or woman who ap p lies the ; 
tenets of a firm religiou s faith to , 
the av erage daOy occu p ation. To i 
su ch p ersons, p romotion will m ean 
j 
more resp onsibility rather than a 
larger m easu re of su ccess. Recog­ 
nition for a job well done will be 
a signal for greater effort and a 
sign of greater tru st. Receip t of 
an honor will call for a sense of 
gratitu de, not a feeling of p ride. 
To ex ercise au thority , withou t 
tem p erance, is self-ex altation. To 
engender p ride in one’s self, with­ 
ou t modesty , is arrogance. To ex ­ 
p erience su ccess, withou t hu mility , 
is p resu mp tion. Failu re nev er of­ 
fers a man q u ite these sam e temp ­ 
tations. It is du ring a time of p er­ 
sonal triu m p h that man is tem p ted 
to be ov erly p retentiou s and al­ 
together too lofty in his op inion of 
himself.

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War Is A Calculated Risk 
It is unlikely that critics trying to pin a war- 
party label on the Republican party will be 
able to get off the ground with their ruse. 
The biggest handicap they m ust bear is the 
fact the Eisenhower adm inistration kept the Re­ 
publican campaign promise of 1952 to term inate 
the w ar in Korea. 
Since that promise is believed to have ac­ 
counted for the Eisenhower landslide in 1952, 
it is natural for Democrats to be trying to 
sm ear the opposition with a w ar-partv label 
before 1956. 
In trying to do this, they m ust accept still 
another handicap. While there are some Repub­ 
licans who seem to be in favor of more belliger­ 
ence than President Eisenhower favors, there 
were some Democrats during the Korean w ar 
who favored even more belligerence than Presi­ 
dent Trum an favored. 
Yet, neither the Truman adm inistration nor 
the Democrats ever were successfully accused 
of running a w ar party. What happened in 
1952 was a popular reaction against the in­ 
definite continuation of a stalem ated w ar which 
the United States was tired of fighting. 
W ar is a calculated risk that all governments 
m ust take in an unsettled world. To let it be 
known that the United States is willing to deal 
with the consequences if it is attacked is not a 
w ar-party attitude. The sm ear is without founda­ 
tion. It is im portant only as a pointed rem inder 
that the presidential campaign of 1956 is under 
way and gaining momentum day by day. 


That Was The Beginning 
There are some things a man knows because 
he was there when they happened. You might 
call this “ an acquired sense of history.** 
Take Theda Bara, the movie queen who died 
last Thursday at the age of 64. 
The Cincinnati girl who was m ade up and 
dolled up in the early days of the movies to be 
the cinem atic symbol of irresistible feminine al­ 
lure is indelibly imprinted on the m emories of 
all men old enough to have developed a sense 
of discretion. 
They were there when the famous vamp made 
history. They sat in the fifth row. They know 
now it was a contrived business, just as they 
know that fashions in irresistible feminine al­ 
lure keep changing in the movies. But the allure 
started with Theda B ara—in the movies. 
One more thing, to keep the record straight. 
Theda was irresistible, after her fashion, which 
was slinky and ominous. Later. Greta Garbo 
becam e irresistible after her 
fashion, 
which 
was not ominous but still slinky. And now it’s 
that W hat’s-Her-Name, the girl with the you- 
know. She is neither slinky nor ominous. 
But her act would have been as ridiculous in 
Theda’s day as Theda’s would have been to­ 
day. That’s right. Theda’s day. She was older 
than any of the rest of us when we ogled her 
shadow op the silvered screen before World 
War I. Much older. But for our age, we were 
pretty slinky and about as ominous as any­ 
thing you would ever want to see. 


Christendom Moves Forward 
There was E aster before there was Christen­ 
dom. But not until men had been given hope of 
redemption by the G reatest Life Ever Lived 
was there an E aster with a m essage of hope 
for hum an souls. 
It is deeply meaningful that in the first 2,000 
years of the Christian era nothing has taken 
the place of the new solemnity added to a 
pagan festival by the life and death of Jesus 
Christ. 
The evolution of thr Christian era is still in 
progress and it began when Christ’s life ended. 
Its beginnings were small and inconspicuous. 
There was no recognition of the im portance of 
Christ’s Life at the instant in time when It was 
ended by men who held superior authority be­ 
cause He had disturbed the people with His 
preaching. 
The recognition was to come by slow de­ 
grees as men comprehended what He had said 
and the example 
He had 
set for them 
to 
follow. 
Continuation of their recognition and compre­ 
hension for nearly 2.000 years has been 
the 
secret of a dynamic Christendom. 
The redemption of men has 
gone forward 
through the centuries at an ever-accelerating 
rate. 
There is every good reason to believe it will 
go forward through as m any centuries to come, 
always gaining momentum. 
This is what the new solemnity added to 
the pagan festival of E aster nearly 2,000 years 
ago. This is why the beginning of Christendom 
was the beginning of hope for hum an souls. 
This is why Christianity has been and will con­ 
tinue to be dynamic 
and 
never static — a 
fruitful instead of a barren faith.

In ancient lore, it is said that 
King Solomon wore a ring upon 
which was engraved certain He­ 
brew letters. When asked w h a t

phrase, “ These 
too shall pass 
aw ay.’’ 
And 
w h o 
s h a l l say 
on E aster day 
that 
so 
opti­ 
mistic an idea 
George Sokolsky can be unwise? 
For E aster is a tale of 1922 years 
ago and it is still being celebrated, 
not so much as the story of a 
death as it is the saga of life, of 
life eternal, of the rhythmic resur­ 
rection of all that lives in this 
world. 
In this age of science, we are 
beginning to grasp what the theo­ 
logians always knew, namly, that 
there is no death. Nothing totally 
disappears. There m ay be change; 
there may be an alteration of form 
or even of substance, but in the 
economy of nature nothing is lost. 
There is no destruction without a 
fall-out, which returns to the Earth 
what left the Earth. This the men 
of God always knew—“ I am the 
Resurrection!” 


MAIMONIDES, the 750th 
anni­ 
versary of whose death is to be 
celebrated this year, in his “ The 
Guide for the Perplexed,” wrote: 
“ . . .Even the existence of this 
corporeal element, low as it in 
reality is, because it is the source 
of death and all evils, is likewise 
good for the perm anence of the 
Universe and the continuation of 
the order of things, so that one 
thing departs and the other suc­ 
ceeds. Rabbi Meir therefore 
ex­ 
plains the words ‘and behold it 
was very good’; that even death 
was good. . 
St. Augustine speaks the sam e 
thought 
but 
more 
emotionally: 
. .0 what said he, I will lay 
me down and sleep, for who shall 
hinder us, when cometh to pass 
that saying which is written, Death 
is swallowed up in victory? And 
Thou surpassingly art the S c I f- 
same, Who are not changed; and 
in Thee is rest which forgetteth 
all toil, for there is none other 
with Thee, nor are we to seek those 
many other things, which are not 
want Thou art: but Thou, Lord, 


alone 
hast m ade 
me 
dwell 
in 
hope. . 
This noble uplifting of the human 
spirit is inherent in the idea of 
the resurrection, in the gam ut of 
tense activity in all of nature when 
that which during the w i n t e r 
months looked drab and brown and 
barren, suddenly again comes to 
life in a fierce struggle over the 
chilling, freezing death which we 
thought was upon us. As the sun 
grows w arm er and the grass green 
again and the buds break o u t 
upon the trees, we know that there 
is no death. We see that there is 
always life. 
Those who live in fear cannot 
know the glory of the eternal life. 
For what is there to fear? The 
same philosopher, Moses Maimon- 
ides, as he is called, ended this 
sage work, “The Guide for the Per­ 
plexed,” which had such a vast 
influence on Thomas Aquinas, with 
this ultim ate paragraph: 


“GOD IS NEAR to all who call 
Him, if they call Him in truth, and 
turn to Him. He is found by every 
one who seeks Him, if he always 
goes towards Him, and never goes 
astray. . .** 
And this is the rem inder of E as­ 
ter. The world is dark; the clouds 
are black; the clam or of fierce 
noises are upon the E arth. Men 
speak of war and look upon their 
sons in disappointment. But E aster 
comes and the sun shines. 
It is Spring and the flowers soon 
will bloom. He who died has been 
resurrected and all that dies will 
be resurrected. And so, we cast our 
cares aside and {Hit on our E aster 
bonnets and go among our neigh­ 
bors with cheer and song. 
Nothing ever dies. Life is ever­ 
lasting and eternal. That is God’s 
way. Were it not so, there could 
be no hope, no love, no life. Were 
it not so, populations would not 
increase, for why should the hope­ 
less beget others who can only be 
hopeless. The lie is given to the 
m aterialist, who sees nothing in 
life but dust to dust, by the con­ 
stancy of the increase of human 
life. 
We multiply because life is good 
and those who really live do not 
fear death, for in their progeny 
they recognize the eternity of life. 
Nothing real stops because some 
m ake wars and not even the hydro­ 
gen bomb can frighten because it 
cannot really kill the spirit of those 
who trust God and are therefore 
not afraid.

less, m arauders have dynamited 
property; blown up a key bridge 
between Harlan and Hazard, Ky.; 
slashed cables; cut off some 50,- 
000 telephones; shot into homes, 
and cut communications of govern­ 
m ent installations, the Air Defense 
C o m m a n d . The Air 
National 
Guard, aircraft flight services and 
weather report facilities.

The CIO Auto Union 
s t r i k e 
against the Kohler plant in Wis­ 
consin has just gone into its sec­ 
ond year and m ay soon become a 
national issue again. 


WALTER REUTHER and th e 
big auto companies are in formal 
negotiations over the heavily pub­ 
licized G uaranteed Annual Wage 
— and no insider will give you 
better than even money that there 
will not be a strike. 
For many reasons, including the 
fact that steel production is at a 
terrific peacetim e rate. Dave Mc­ 
Donald is planning to fight for a 
heavy wage increase this spring 
and sum m er for his

More Light Shed On. Yalta Concessions

There’s evidently going to be a 
revival of interest from now on in 
what took place behind the scenes 
in Washington during World War 
II. T hat’s because efforts are be­ 
ing. m ade to argue that such mis­ 
takes as were m ade by President 
Roosevelt at Yalta were due to a 
feeling 
t h a t 
concessions 
were 
necessary to bring Soviet Russia 
into the w ar against Japan. 
It is being contended, for in­ 
stance, that Roosevelt had no other 
course open to him and that noth­ 
ing else could be done but to kow­ 
tow to Russian demands. 
The other side of the story is 
coming out. Thus Capt. W. D. Pule- 
ston, U.S.N. retired, who has spent 
nearly all his time since 1945 writ­ 
ing a book called “The Influence 
of Force on Foreign Relations,” 
has had access to official records 
and has painstakingly interviewed 
m any of the persons who held top 
positions in Am erica’s m ilitary es­ 
tablishm ent during the war. Capt. 
Puleston is a noted w riter on mili­ 
tary subjects and the author of 
several books. 
Capt. Puleston says there was 
no need to m ake concessions to 
Soviet Russia and that H a r r y 
Hopkins, intim ate friend of Roose­ 
velt, was the center of a pro- 
Russian atm osphere in Washing­ 
ton. 


APROPOS OF WHAT was hap­ 
pening in the inner councils, Sec­ 
retary Forrestal is quoted as hav­ 
ing written to a friend in Septem­ 
ber 1944 that “ if any American 
suggests that we act in accord 
with our own interests, he is apt 
to be called a . . . Fascist or 
im perialist, while if Jungle J o e 
(Stalin) suggests that he needs the 
Baltic provinces, half of Poland, 
all of Bessarabia and access to the 
M editerranean, all hands in Wash­ 
ington agree that he is a fine, 
frank, candid and generally delight­ 
ful fellow who is very easy to deal 
with because he is so explicit in 
what he wants.” 
Capt. Puleston tells how a secret 
mem orandum by H arry Hopkins 
was circulated among the Ameri­ 
can delegates to the Moscow Con­ 
ference in October 1943. He quotes 
Robert E. Sherwood, biographer of 
Hopkins, as saying this document 
was of great im portance because 
it shaped the policy which guided 
American delegates 
making de­ 
cisions at Teheran and Yalta. Hop­ 
kins claim ed that his m emorandum 
of 1943 was taken “ from a very 
high level United States m ilitary 
strategic estim ate.” 
The text of the document fol­ 
lows: 
“ Russia’s postwar position in Eu­ 
rope will be a dom inant one. With 
Germ any crushed, there is no pow­ 
er in Europe to oppose her tre­ 
mendous m ilitary forces. It is true 
that G reat Britain is building up a 
position in the M editerranean vis- 
a-vis Russia that she m ay find use­ 
ful in balancing power in Europe. 
However, even here she may not 
be able to oppose Russia unless 
she is otherwise supported. 


“THE CONCLUSIONS from the 
foregoing are obvious. Since Rus­ 
sia is the decisive factor in the 
war, she m ust be given every as­ 
sistance and every effort m ade to 
obtain 
her friendship. 
Likewise, 
since without question she w i l l 
dom inate Europe on the defeat of 
the Axis, it is even more essential 
to develop and m aintain the most 
friendly relations with Russia. 
“ Finally, the most im portant fac­ 
tor the United States has to con- 


; sider in relation to Russia is the 
prosecution of the war in the P a­ 
cific. With Russia as an ally in 
the w ar against Japan, the w ar 
can be term inated in less time and 
at less expense in life and re­ 
sources than if the reverse were 
the case. Should the w ar in the 
Pacific have to be carried on with 
an unfriendly or a negative atti­ 
tude on the part of Russia, the 


J difficulties will be im m easurably 
increased and operations m ight be- 
j come abortive.” 


YET. JUST BEFORE this m em ­ 
orandum was taken to Moscow by 
H arry Hopkins, an entirely differ­ 
ent m ilitary estim ate was b e i n g 
m ade in writing, as the records 
will show, by top officers in the 
Navy D epartm ent. Capt. Puleston 
was one of these. He writes in his 
! book: 
“ Many naval officers in Wash­ 
ington did not agree with Hopkins’ 
document. Most of them were con- 
! vinced that Russia needed the sup- 
| port of the United Nations more 
than they (the Allies) needed that 
of Russia. The Navy thought we 
had heard too much of Red con­ 
tribution to victory and too little 
of Anglo-American. They f e a r e d 
that if the Anglo-American repre­ 
sentatives continued to extol Rus­ 
sia’s effort and apologize for their 


Religion In And On The Job 
Time Of Triumph 
By Eugene Carr 


A num ber of years ago, an ex­ 
trem ely young 
man 
received 
a 
rather im portant and responsible 
promotion in a large business or­ 
ganization. With it, he gained im­ 
m ediate prestige and almost un­ 
limited authority. 
His fellow employes 
began 
at 
once to speculate among them ­ 
selves as to how he would react 
to his new position. They were con­ 
cerned that Jie m ight become a 
"Mr. Big” , for, indeed, he was now 
in that category. 
Several weeks went by without 
any noticable change in the young 
man. He came to work at the sam e 
time each day, said “ good m orn­ 
ing” to his co-workers in the same 
friendly m anner, and worked long 
and hard as had been his custom. 
Finally, one day, the receptionist 
gave expression to something ne­ 
glected by others in the organiza­ 
tion. 
“ You know” , she said, “ the one 
m an around here who acts less 
likev he’d been promoted, is the 
only 
m an 
who 
has 
been 
pro­ 
m oted!” 
There is a profound lesson in 
day-to-day religion in this story. It 
involves the principle of humility, 
that is, a sincere brand of humil­ 
ity, especially in a time of unusual 
success or trium ph. For a man 
m ust be m ore humble in success 
than in failure. 
Success autom atically points him 
up as an example for others to 
follow. His every word and deed 
are subjected to analysis and in­ 
terpretation. His 
authority 
gives 
him m ore p o w e r and influence 
over those with whom he works 
and over the m em bers 
of 
their 
families. But, at no time does his 
position make him great; it is the 
m anner in which he uses his posi­ 
tion that m akes him great. 
The truly great religious leaders 
of all time have been humble peo­ 
ple. They have lived quietly and 
simply. 
They 
have 
gone 
about 
their work without fanfare. They 
have avoided recognition and ac­ 


claim. Actually, they have “ run 
aw ay” from more honors than they 
have accepted. 
The sam e will be true of the 
m an or woman who applies the 
tenets of a firm religious faith to 
the average daily occupation. To 
such persons, promotion will m ean 
m ore responsibility rather than a 
larger m easure of success. Recog­ 
nition for a job well done will be 
a signal for greater effort and a 
sign of greater trust. Receipt of 
an honor will call for a sense of 
gratitude, not a feeling of pride. 
To exercise authority, without 
tem perance, is self-exaltation. To 
engender pride in one’s self, with­ 
out modesty, is arrogance. To ex­ 
perience success, without humility, 
is presumption. Failure never of­ 
fers a m an quite these sam e tem p­ 
tations. It is during a time of per­ 
sonal trium ph that man is tem pted 
to be overly pretentious and al­ 
together too lofty in his opinion of 
himself. 
During such a time, whether the 
triumph be great or small, we 
m ust 
rem em ber 
that 
all 
good 
things come from a gracious and 
benevolent God. What we have in 
the way of talent and skill to ap­ 
ply to a job has come, in the first 
place, from Him. True, we m ay 
have developed our 
talents 
and 
skills 
through 
hard 
work 
and 
study, but the basic traits of char­ 
acter which distinguish 
and 
set 
apart a skillful man from a skill­ 
ful m achine have also come from 
Him. 
Several years have passed since 
the young man in our story was 
promoted to his new and im portant 
job. He has grown in stature and 
wisdom as well as in years. He is 
a bigger “ Mr. Big” today than at 
anytim e in his career. But you still 
would not recognize him as such. 
That is one of the main reasons 
why he is what he is.

The manager said; " I’m not one 
for predictions, but personally I 
believe we will win the pennant 
again. And then we’ll see about the 
World Series.”

Recalling that he had tagged the 
1954 team ‘‘the best I ever man­ 
aged,” Lopez said that ‘‘now I am 
very happy to say that this team, 
the 1955 Indians, is the greatest one 
I ever managed.

UT)—Cary Middle­ 
coff calls the huge Augusta Na­ 
tional a “ waiting course”—and the 
rest of the golfers in the Masters 
Tournament were waiting today to 
see if the former molar mauler 
from Memphis falters in the third 
round or keeps a firm grip on his 
four-stroke lead. 
That isn’t exactly what Middle­ 
coff had in mind when he used 
the term, blit history has proved 
time and again that in this classic 
championship those who wait for 
the pace-setter to stumble quite 
often are rewarded. 
After shooting his spectacular 
31-34—65 yesterday for a 137 total, 
the 34-year-old 1949 U. S. Open 
champion, who registers out of 
Kiamesha Lake, N. Y., comment­ 
ed:

Eden div orced her on grou nds 
of desertion» in 1950. 
Not so long ago the circu m­ 
stances wou ld hav e b een a scandal 
to shake a gov ernment. As it was, 
there was ju st a ripple of interest. 
In Au gu st, 19 5 2 , Eden compou nd­ 
ed what wou ld hav e b een a grav e 
misdeed in the l9 th Centu ry b y 
marry ing Clarissa Chu rchill, then 
32 and a niece of Sir Winston. 
It was a civ il marriage in a 
registry hall. The Chu rch of Eng­ 
land, strongly opposed to the re­ 
marriage 
of 
div orced 
persons, 
wou ld not hav e permitted a relig­ 
iou s ceremony . 
Bu t a sanction of sorts was giv en 
b y the attendance of Sir Winston, 


who b eamed b roadly as marriage 
linked his political heir to his own 
family . 
The wedding b rou ght some sharp 
comment from conserv ativ e eccles­ 
iastical qu arters. Bu t it died down 
and the div orce raised no seriou s 
ob stacle to Eden’s u ltimate promo­ 
tion.

Children In 11 
States Await 
I Vaccine Report 


Wai Know By End

ANN ARBOR, Mich. 
Parents 
of children in 11 states, Canada 
and Finland who participated in 
last y ear’s Salk polio vaccine tests 
will learn by the end of next week 
who got the actual vaccine and 
who got a neutral control sub- ^ 
stance. 
Robert Voight, chief statistician 
at the poliomy elitis evaluation cen­ 
ter at the University of Michigan, 
said y esterday the coded vaccina­ 
tion records of some 749,000 chil- 
Idren are being mailed to heal^ 
departments in areas where chil­ 
dren took part in the mass experi­ 
ment. 
From these records, health of­ 
ficials will learn for the first time 
which of the children who were 
given an injection received the 
Salk vaccine and which were giv­ 
en placebos (dummy shots). The 
placebos ar^ as ineffective against 
polio as water. 
It already is known in 33 other 
states comprising what the evalu­ 
ation center calls “ observed con­ 
trol areas” that all second graders 
were inoculated with the vaccine 
while first and third graders re­ 
ceived nothing. The names of the 
latter were recorded simply to 
serve as a control group. 
• 
The first lists were mailed y es­ 
terday to Canada, Finland, Utah, 
California, Washington and Mon­ 
tana. Others go out today to New 
York, Massachusetts, A l ab am a 
and Iowa. 
lists will be mailed to Michigan, 
Ohio and Illinois Monday , the day 
before the official report on the 
vaccine is made in Ann Arbor. 
Meanwhile, 
in 
Washington, 
a 
spokesman for the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health (NIH) said y ester­ 
day the decision whether to license 
the vaccine for manufacture and 
sale probably will be reached April 
12 or 13. 
The spokesman said Dr. W. G. 
Workman, chief of the NlH’s bio­ 
logies control laboratory , will be 
in Ann Arbor Tuesday for the an­ 
nouncement of the results of the 
field tests. 
The spokesman said six manu­ 
facturers have applied for licenses 
to make and sell the vaccine.

(JI—Parents 
of children in l l states, Canada 
and Finland who participated in 
last year’s Salk polio vaccine tests 
will learn by the end of next week 
who got the actual vaccine and 
who got a neutral control sub­ 
stance. 
Robert Voight, chief statistician) 
Imog.enc,Coca 
at the poliomyelitis evaluation cen­ 
ter at the University of Michigan, 
said yesterday the coded vaccina­ 
tion records of some 749,000 chil­ 
dren are being mailed to health 
departments in areas where chil­ 
dren took part in the mass experi­ 
ment. 
From these records, health of­ 
ficials will learn for the first time 
which of the children who were 
given an injection received the 
Salk vaccine and which were giv­ 
en placebos (dummy shots). The 
placebos are as ineffective against 
polio as water. 
It already is known in 33 other 
states comprising what the evalu­ 
ation center calls "observed con­ 
trol areas” that all second graders 
were inoculated with the vaccine 
while first and third graders re­ 
ceived nothing. The names of the 
latter were recorded simply to 
serve as a control group.

The first lists were mailed yes­ 
terday to Canada, Finland, Utah, 
California, Washington and Mon­ 
tana. Others go out today to New 
York, Massachusetts, A l a b a m a 
and Iowa. 
Lists will be mailed to Michigan, 
Ohio and Illinois Monday, the day 
before the official report on 
vaccine is made in Ann Arbor.
